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Canada Needs a National Party 


Editor SATURDAY NIGHT: 

ECENT articles in SATURDAY 

Nigutr and your editorial com 
ment on the current political situa- 
tion in so far as it concerns political 
parties are very much to the point. 
That in the August 1 issue by O. T. G. 
Williamson on a “Canadians for Can 
ada” party struck me as particularly 
appropriate. 

What Canada needs today is a Na- 
tional Party not only to carry out 
the great war program of this na 
tion but to prepare and organize fo1 
post-war reconstruction. This is 
quite a different thing from what is 
commonly termed “National Govern 
ment”, and it does not necessarily 
imply intense nationalistic tender 
cies such as might be said to be the 
aim of the nationalists presently vie- 
ing for political recognition. 

Anyone today who believes that 
Canada will revert to even the im 
mediate pre-war status of political 
and economic governmental admin- 
istration is merely begging the ques 
tion. Undoubtedly, there are many 
interests still imbued with illusions 
of their political power, who will con 
tinue to exert extraordinary pressure 
in order to preserve their “privilege”. 
But the entire political trend both 
here and elsewhere in the democ 
racies is against them. Their con- 
tinued reactionism is merely an open 
invitation to the growth of social 
ism in its most virulent form. 

Recognizing this situation, there 
are large and growing groups in both 
the old-—Liberal and Conservative 
parties seeking a complete reorienta 
tion of party lines and affiliations, 
advocating establishment of a new 
federal party organization in order 
to eradicate the pseudo-division, ex 
pedieney and opportunism which 
have characterized the old-time par 
ties in late years. The aim is to ob 
tain progressive liberalization of 
political and economic policy and ad- 
ministration in Canada without sec 
tional division, and at the same time 
to avoid the excessive socialistic zeal 
presently exemplified by the C.C.F 
and other left-wing political parties. 

Organization and development of 
a National Party does not imply anti 
British or anti-Empire sentiment. 
The Canadian people lack a distinct 
Canadianism chiefly because of the 
long and continuous sectional and 
racial division in political adminis 
tration. The situation in Quebec 
province today is largely the result 
of this division. Our French-speaking 
compatriots are more national in 
their outlook than are we English 
speaking Canadians. Never, since 
Confederation, has Canada had a 
government of distinctly national out 
look, and certainly today so far as 
the war effort is concerned the gov 
ernment leaders at Ottawa are far 
from exhibiting any real concern 
with national aspirations and recog 
nition. It is quite apparent that Can 
ada’s impotency in world affairs, as 
a mere satellite of the British and 
United States war administrations, 
constitutes one of the most vital 
weaknesses in the current progress 
of this nation. A strong, United Can 
ada, confident in her national articu 
n, is more essential to post-war 
world democratic reconstruction in 
the continuance of Anglo-American 
relations than almost any other fac 
tol A National Party which en 
dorses and fortifies imperial rela 
tions of the British Commonwealth 
with all the benevolent and progres 
sive imperialism of British traditions 
is what is required today. 

The war must and shall be won by 
the democratic nations. The condi 
tions to follow are still imponderable 
But there are powerful signs and 
portents. Canada has most at stake 
of all the warring nations in her pres 
ent and potential national develop 
ment. The axioms and postulates of 
post-war reconstruction are already 
definable on both political and eco 
nomic grounds. The main problem 
will be to carry them into effect, 
Which cannot be done if there is na 
tional disunity such as has marked

political developments since the last 
war. The nation is already setting 
up a great and potent governmental 
control organization which unques 
tionably will continue to function in 
future peace-time as effectively as it 
is now performing in war-time. 
Leadership, as you question in con 
nection with Mr. Williamson’s article, 
is not wanting, except that it is not 
as yet developed into political lead 
ership. Let the groundwork of organ 
ization for the new National Party 
proceed and leadership will be forth 
coming when all the urgencies of 
war are settled. 

I heartily endorse Mr. Williamson’s 
suggested slogan, ‘Canadians _ for 
Canada”, for the new National 
Party, and the combination, I be 
lieve, will do much to unite Canada 
as never before.

Last 
week the 51,700 cattle had been ex 
ported or bought in and the quota was

The assumption was that, cattle 
iisers having got the benefit of the 
full export price for all the cattle 
they could have sold into the States 
under the quota, the cattle market 
would revert to a domestic condition 
and there would be beef for every 
body.

There is a chance that after fourth 
quarter quota cattle are bought in 
and the grass season ends cattle-rais 
ers may be disposed to accept do 
mestic prices rather than take on the 
cost of feeding. Failing this, some 
thing will have to be done and there 
seems to be a choice of only two 
things Either Mr. Gardiner will 
have to be pushed aside and an em 
bargo placed on exports so that do 
mestic prices can govern, or Mr. Got 
don will have to take off his beef 
price ceiling and let the farmers and 
the packers battle out the price 
issue 

Anyway, it is comforting to know, 
when the rest of us are wondering 
where September or October tax 
money is coming from, that the farm 
ers are in such a liquid position that 
they can afford to choose their time 
for selling their stock. There must 
be loose money around that Mr. Ils 
ley overlooked.

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Important Decision Due on Use of War Manpowe 





That the slogan “time is on our side” has been abandoned in Britain in 
favor of a ‘no time to waste” policy is illustrated by these pictures 
showing one of the Ministry of Works’ new flying squads. Recently one 
of these squads saved three weeks of the nation’s time in connection 
with the building of an Army camp in the Midlands. There is normally 
a delay of something like three weeks between inviting the tenders for 
such a job and in the starting of the contract. The Ministry of Works 
now utilizes this interval by employing a second contractor to erect 
the site construction camp to accommodate the advance party of the main 
contractor. In 16 days the 35 workmen making up the squad illustrated 
here established a record by completing the erection of three dormi- 
tories, seven pre-fabricafed huts, one canteen, one store, two offices 
and then laid temporary roads sufficient to service the area. Above, 
flying squad trucks carry working equipment, serve as living quarters.

N IMPORTANT decision on the 
4 direction of Canada’s war activ 
ity must be made soon.

A Spectacular Collapse 


The ensuing collapse of the price structure w 
spectacular, says Holden. When it was discovered that 
some of the reported shortages were greatly exagge} 
ated, when producers began to fill orders and _ thé 
duplicate and triplicate orders began to be cancelled 
prices. started to toboggan at breakneck speed. Thi 
wholesale price index dropped from 167.2 in May 192 
to 91.4 in January 1922, or 75.8 points in twenty 
months.

During this entire period of business shrinkag' 
the potential demand for goods was enormous, bu! 
the rapid price decline made buying a highly hazat 
ous venture.

and the ensuing deflation was postponement of soun 
post-war business recovery and postponement of sat 
faction of pressing civilian needs by two years. 

Since we can be reasonably certain that Canada 
economic relations with the United States will continu:

it, it follows that this country has a very real stak 
in the success of its neighbor’s anti-inflation progran 
We could probably be wrecked by runaway inflatio:

There is still the odd gamble going 
on, but there is probably a good deal 
more money won and lost on the golf 
courses than on games of chance 
among the Orientals Small groups 
of old men while the hours away 
playing Mah Jong, dominoes, and 
Chinese chess, with a small stake on 
the side. Dominoes, the most inno 
cuous game of the three, used to be 
pointed out to gaping tourists as 
Yoop I Yoop, the favorite relaxation 
of the Dowager Empress, who staked 
one thousand dollars on each move. 
Chinatown rather encouraged this 
fiction; tourists were good for trade 

The younger generation has been 
far less inclined than its venerable 
fathers to gamble. An evening at 
the card table was considered dull 
when one might go to the movies, to 
a dance, or to a ball game 
of the Coast’s most rabid racing fans 
are Chinese, a sport that appealed 
strongly also to the Japanese in the 
days when their liberty of action 
was not quite so circumscribed as 
now. 


Basking Sharks 


3asking sharks have been doing a 
lot of damage to gillnets in the 
rivers’ Inlet district this season 
There have been hundreds of these 
big fellows disporting themselves in 
the fishing grounds, and when they 
hit a net they go right through it. 
Their skins exude a substance some 
what like ammonia which rots the 
net in two or three days. The Goose 
Bay plant of the Canadian Fishing 
Company lost seventy nets in one 
week. 

Nobody knows exactly how much 
a basking shark weighs, but it is cer 
tainly several tons. A _ pile-driver, 
Which normally handles a_ two-ton 
hammer with ease, could not lift a 
dead shark out of the water and had 
difficulty in moving it at all from 
the spot where it had been shot en 
tangled in a net. The fish has no 
commercial value. 

Thirty or more feet long, with a 
tail six feet across, these basking 
sharks have often been mistaken for 
Cadborosaurus, the celebrated sea 
serpent that frequents Cadboro Bay 
near Victoria. On two occasions 
skeletal remains of this great fish 
have been submitted to scientists in 
the fond hope that these men of 
learning would admit the existence 
of sea serpents, but with disappoint 
ing results. They not only insist the 
basking shark is not “Caddy,” but 
even have the effrontery to suggest 
that “Caddy” is probably a basking 
shark. 

But they keep well away from 
Vancouver Island when proclaiming 
this heresy.
